A  Letter  from  Mx  Anthony  Comstock 
in  Reply  to  his  Critics.. 


To  tke  Fdtlf/r  nf  Ik*  Hl>*rmf*ld  CUun  : 

An  eminent  gentleman,  a  ysHid^ot  of 
your  town,  han  kindly  brought  me  a  copy 
*>f  y.,ur  pap-r  of  Nov  26th.  containing  an 
editorial  entitled  “Anthony.  Com*to<-^.'' 
Very  naturally  you  ha\*>  taken  your  cue 
and  ergu  tent  from  the  tone  end  exprev 
fclnti  of  the  I»mily  Preen.  I  he  T>aily  Praae 
in  the  main,  have  based  thelf  attack*  of 
ridicule,  misrepresentation  and  abuse 
up«>n  urotttt  miaatat aments  published  in 
what  ha*  bwen  I  t<elieve  justly  termed,  a 
"Duty  evening  pap-r  " 

One  of  the  evening  papers  published  a 
lot  <>t  picture*,  and  claimed  that  thee* 
pictures  were  the  ones  that  were  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  cornpiainvtu  the  courts,  upon  which 
reryfin  gentlemen  had  been  arrested.  It 
will  )*•  sufficient  to  state  that  not  one  of 
the  pictures  thus  represented  are  the  ex¬ 
hibits  upon  which  the  warrant  and  com. 
plaint  w si h  based. 

Not  stopping  to  discuss  whether  all  of 
the  works  of  some  of  the  uusavoty  au¬ 
thor*  you  name  in  your  paper  are  proper 
for  the  youth  of  this  country  to  read  ;  uot 
disputing  that  some  of  the  works  of  these 
author*  arc  sold  by  reputable  firms  under 
the  restriction  of  a  high  price  to  student* 
only,  or  literary  gentlemen  to  make  up 
their  libraries,  I  simply  ask  the  attention 
of  yourself  ami  readers  to  a  few  plain  facts 
in  the  matter,  aud  then  let  those  who  have 
children  in  your  town  say  whether  or  uo  I 
am  a  *  crank,"  or  whether  I  have  meddled 
la  that  which  does  not  coucern  rue,  and 
concern  more  than  all— every  child  in  the 
land. 

The  gentleman  who  wrote  the  editorial 
in  your  paper  may  be  an  exceedingly 
learned  tnan,  but  there  is  one  thing  he 
seems  to  have  entirely  omitle<l.  He  says 
•  When  Mr.  Comstock  first  began  he  ae 
complishod  much  good  by  suppressing 
vulgar  and  rrasty  products  of  the  pen  and 
pencil  which  were  sold  and  bought  rneiely 
because  they  were  nasty.  This  was  well 
ami  with  the  suppression  of  this  sol t  of 
stuff  the.  object  of  the  statute  is  attained.' 

There  is  a  higher  authority  on  the  ‘‘ob¬ 
ject  id  the  statute”  of  this  Slate  than  the 
author  of  tiiat  editorial ;  and  1  quote  from 
the  celebtated  case  of  ‘  People  vs.  August 
Muellei,  ‘  in  the  words  of  the  General 
.Term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who  affirmed 
the  judgment  Of  conviction  in  that  case. 
Mueller  had  been  tried  and  qonvicted  in 
the  Oyer  A  I'ertuiner  Court,  of  New  York 
City,  foi  selling  obscene  pictures.  Eight 
of  these  pictures  were  conceded  to  have 
been  photographs  of  works  of  art  exhibit¬ 
ed  in  the  Salon  of  Paris,  and  one  of  them 
was  proved  to  have  been  exhibited  in  the 
Centennial  at  Philadelphia.  The  Court 
says : 

“The  object  of  the  law  was  to  protect 
public  morals  especially  of  that  class  of 
the  community  whose  character  is  not  so 
completely  formed  as  to  be  prbpf  against 
the  lewd  effect-  of  the  pictures,  photo¬ 
graphs  and  publications  prohibited.” 

As  some  of  these  pictuies  which  you 
seem  to  defend  in  your  editorial  were  du¬ 
plicates  of  some  of  the  pictures  that  Muel¬ 
ler  was  convicted  for  selling  in  1884,  it  will 
be  interesting  at  least  to  your  readers  to 
know  what  the  opinion  of  the  General 
Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  was  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  those  pictures.  Having  had  the 
pictures  before  them,  they  say: 

“They  are  photogiaphs  of  node  females 
in  a  variety  of  attitudes  ami  postures  which 
the  jury  might  very  well,  and  naturally 
would  determine,  to  be  both  indecent  and 
obscene  in  their  character  ^ordinarily 
they  would  be  so  pronounced,  although 
they  would  not  fexert  the  same  demoraliz 
ing  and  sensual  effects  upon  all  persons 
alike.  Their  judgment  would  be  the  same 
that  thfesetphutographs  and  pictures  would 
tend  to  promote  vicious  and  sensual  mis¬ 
conduct,  and  prove  injurious  to  the  morals 
of  the  community,  especially  to  those 
whose  judgment  aud  experience  were  not 
sufficient  to  control  the  impulses  of  their 
passion." 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  notwithstand¬ 
ing  your  interpretation  of  the  law,  that 
the  Supreme  Court  of  this  Statq  by  a  unan¬ 
imous  decision  differs  from  you.  This 
ease  was  carried  to  the  Count  of  Appeals, 
and  the  Court  of  Appeals,  by  a  unanimous 
decision,  says :  “We  find  uo  error  in  the 
record.”  , 

That  your  readers  may  clearly  compre* 
heud  the  fact  that  because  these  photo¬ 
graphs  are  photographs  of  -works  of  art 
they  may  bo  also  obscene,  lewd  and  indtH 
cent,  within  the  statute,  I  desire  to  quote 
a  word  from  the  Court  of  Appeals,  (W 
ported  in  the  98  X.  Y.  Reports,  page  411) 

“  The  facts  that  the  original  pictures  of 
which  the  photographs  were  copies  had 
been  exhibited  in  the  Salon  of  Paris  was 
admitted  by  the  Prosecution,  aud  it  was 
proven  that  one  of  them  had  been  publicly

ment  upoi-  another  without  a  knowledge  1 
of  the  facte,  it  i*  to  set  up  a  standard  of  , 
Justice  which  only  pudshe-  the  p,*>r  and 
allow*  a  man  iu  a  more  favored  po-.iti.iu  | 
to  go  uriwhipped  of  justice 

Another1  thing  1  f»eg  to  emphasise  in  ! 
your  midst  is  that  there  is  Lot  a  boy  or 
girl  in  the  town  of  IM  oooi  field  wh«e-«-  mor-  j 
al  purity  and'  character  is  not  of  more 
importance  to  the  community  than  all  of 
the  photograph*  that  have  ever  been  im¬ 
ported  from  F ranee,  and  all  of  French 
Art  of  the  chhracter  that  we  are  fighting  j 
against. 

I  cannot  but  admire  your  candor  and 
frankness,  and  I  hope  you  will  extend  it 
to  me,  at  least,  by  granting  me  apace  for 
thia  defence  even  though  I  have  l>een 
condemned  and  sentenced  ’by  the  Frees 
generally  as  a  “crank  ’  and  without 
judgment."

exhibited  in  Philadelphia.  But  this  did 
not  as  a  matter  of  law,  exclude  a  finding 
by  tlie  jury  that  the  photographs  were 
obscene  and  indecent.  It  is  uot  imbossi- 
ble  certain  y  that  the  public  exhibition  of 
indecent  pictures  may  have  beeiLperuiitted 
in  Paris  or  Philadelphia,  but  the  fact  that 
a  picture  kail  been  publicly*  exMibitea 
would  not  necessarily  determine  its  char¬ 
acter  as  decent  or  indecent.” 

If  you  will  go  back  to  1726,  to  Wie  case 
of  King  v£.  Curl,  tried  under  the  Common 
Law  in  England,  you  will  find  the  princi¬ 
ple  that  “The  Courts  are  the  guardians 
of  the  public  moials,"  and  “  That  whiolv 
tends  to  corrupt  public  morals  is  Indicta¬ 
ble,  ’  clearly  laid  down.  If  you  will  follow 
the  ease*  from  that  date  down  to  the 
present  time/  you  will  find  tl|at  all  the 
courts  iu  England  aud  America  have  an¬ 
nunciated  and  apprqved  of  this  principle. 

The  test  of  obscenity  has  bean  clearly 
laid  down  in  the  English  Courts.  That 
test  has  been  approved  of  in  every  case 
trii^l  since  in  'the  courts  of  this  country, 
aud  is  as  follows : 

“Whether  the  tendency  of  the  matter 
charged  as  obscenity  is  to  deprave  and 
corrupt  the  minds  of  persons  open  to  such 
immoral  influences  into  whose  hands 
publication  of  this  sprt  may  come.” 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  you  ip  common 
with  the  Press  generally,  fail  to  recognize 
the  all-important  question  of  public  mor¬ 
als  ;  fail  to  distinguish  between  a  work  of 
art  and  a  photograph  which  strips 
painting  of  all  that  makes  it  a  work  of 
art.  you  fail  to  discern  the  effect  of  thia 
libel  on  art  when  placed  in  the  open  mar¬ 
ket  at  a  low  figure,  thus  bringing  It 
within  easy  reach  of  the  young  of  this 
country. 

In  the  case  in  which  you  a  e  .so  free 
with  your  criticism,  it  will  be  interesting 
to  you  to  know  that  some  fifteen  or  twen¬ 
ty  persons  have  been  convicted  for  the 
sale  of  similar  pictures ;  and  the  parties 
recently  arrested  uot  only  were  warned.

ext-rviNt*.  Tlieir  owner  then  call*  Tihii.  a 
small  white  parrot,  who  come*  tow  ard* 
him  As  if  altout  to  climb  on  one  of  the 
bur*,  lull  runs  Ixack  again,  hiding  down 
hi*  bead  and  shaking  hi*  wing*  in  a 
grotesque  way.  Tool  i*  evidently  the 
buffoon  of  tin*  troupe.  A  bell  »*  then 
brought  with  a  handle  which  form* 
lever;  a  |kutuC  advance*,  and.  putting  one 
foot  on  the  lever,  ring*  tin*  bell.  The 
trainer  a.»k»  the  audience  what  number 
of  ring*  t  ier  wish  for;  eomeoneexclaim*- 
••Seven!"  and  the  parrot  rings  the  hell 
sewn  time*. 

The  bird  is  then  asked  how  much  does 
three  time*  three  make,  and  it  replies  by 
ringing  the  ktell  nine  times.  A  jwrch  i* 
then  plant!  on  the  table  in  the  form  of  « 
seesaw,  at  each  end  of  which  a  gray  i»ar- 
rot  perches,  and  in  the  center,  just  above 
the  pivot,  jump*  a  magnificent  white 
parrot  naan*!  Charley,  the  principal  one 
in  the  troupe.  Thi*  parrot,  throwing  the 
weight  of  lu*  body  successively  to  right 
and  left  of  the  pivot,  rocks  the  seesaw, 
rapidly.  To  see  the  animation  of  tliis 
bird  during  the  performance  one  would 
suppose  that  he  took  a  real  pleasure  in 
rocking  hi*  companion*. 

The  same  bird  then  goes  through  an¬ 
other  fierciae.  Four  flagstaff*  are  set  up 
on  t table,  and  at  the  foot  of  each  i*  n 
attaolusj  to  a  cord,  which  passe*  over 
'pulley  at  the  top.  The  flags  are  Eng- 
sh, .  French.  Belgian  and  American. 
One  of  the  audience  ask*  for  the  French 
flag.  Charley  advances,  draw*  himself 
up.  enacting  hi*  bright  yellow  crest,  and. 
spreading  hi*  wing*,  suddenly  seizes  the 
line’ with  his  beak,  and  then,  alternately 
with  lieak  and  foot,  habls  up  the  flag  as  a 
sailor  would,  hand  over  hand,  until  it  Is 
fast  at  the  top.  He  then  goes  through 
the  same  performance  with  the  other 
flags  in  succession. 

Several  letters  of  the  alphabet  are 
plac**d -upright  on  the  table,  and  Charley 
is  again  brought  forward,  pluming  him¬ 
self  as  liefore.  A  tfpecf&tor  calls  for  a 
letter.  (  harlev  hesitates,  inclines  his 
head  on  one  side,  appears  to  reflect,  then 
suddenly  advances  and  picks  up  the  letter 
named,  relating  the  i>erforniance  with 
other  letters  when  called  for.

The  most  remarka¬ 
ble  feature  about  the  disorder  is  that, 
though  the  subject  of  it  cannot  execute 
the  movements  necessary  to  his  profes¬ 
sion  and  which  occasion  the  affection,  lie 
can  do  anything  else  with  his  fingers. 
Thu*  the  bookkeeper  affected  with  the 
‘‘writere’  cramp,”  though  seized  with  a 
spasm  of  the  fingers  the  moment  he  be¬ 
gins  to  write,  and  wiiich  prevents  the 
slightest  movement  of  his  pen  towards 
forming  a  letter,  can  use  the  same  fingers 
in  playing  the  violin,  setting  type,  work¬ 
ing  the  telegraph  key,  or,  in  fact,  execut¬ 
ing  even  the  most  complicated  move¬ 
ment.  without  the  slightest  difficulty, 
provided,  of  course,  that  he  possesses  the 
requisite  technical  skill.  The  nerves  are 
simply  exhausted  for  the  particular  work 
which  he  has  been  carrying  on  for  years. 
They  have  got  into  a  rut,  as  it  were,  and 
cannot  get  out  until  rest  and  change  of 
occupation  have  permitted  them  to  accu 
mulate  the  special  kind  of  force  needed 
for  writing.

The  troops  of  negro  children  in  Thirty- 
fourth  and  Forty-second  streets  every 
day  make  New  York  look  like  a  south¬ 
ern  city.

It  is  affirmed  that  sin<» 
the  destruction  of  the  clove  trees  on  the 
Island  of  Tematet  the  colony  lias  suf¬ 
fered  from  epidemics  unknown  before- 
and  in  times  wl^n  cholera  lias  prevailed 
in  London  and  Palis,  those  employed  in 
the  perfumery  factories  have  escaped  its 
ravages.
